monwealth of Pennsylvania and held 
under $10,000 bail each by M agistrate 
Gallagher for a further hearing it is 
d ed a red by the 
receiver. Frank H. 
Caven, that the amount of the alleged 
defalcations will reach the sum of at 
least $200,000. T he capital stock of th e 
company was $200,000, and deposits 
were held to the amount of $400,000 
The doors of the American Truat 
company were closed on Nov. 16. 1909, 
by State Bauk Exam iner Albert L T a­ 
bor. Mr. Caven was appointed receiver 
and the hank bas not since opened. It 
was at first declared that the instill!

blood of the community. 
The 
campaign 
of education 
went

with 
lengthening strides during 
lim'd. 
Communities which a year or 
two ago were on the verge of dissolu­ 
tion from anaemic exhaustion, blood 
loss through business lo-s, have been 
aroused to their condition and show 
unmistakable signs that they know 
what has caused their ailment and are 
going to try bani to overcome the 
ca use. 
While, as a matter of course, many 
towns still need to have the prod of 
the knowledge of the art of self pres 
ervatlou thrust into them up to the 
hilt, there Is scarcely a neighborhood 
outside the great cities which has fa ii - 
ed to exi*erit*uce some acceleration in 
the movement toward a revival or a 
retention of home trade. 
The problem, tsdled down to the (lit­ 
ter dregs, is this: So far as business is 
concerned, are the hitherto prosperous 
towns of the United Mates to become 
mere suburbs of the enormously over­ 
grown cities? 
That is exactly 
whHt the problem 
looks like to a man up a tree of obser­ 
vation. 
It really req tires no climb to 
a high altitude to make the discovery. 
The way to calculate is to calculate. 
lf you have been a studeut of the 
spreading disease, pernicious anaemia. 
which has been afflicting the smaller 
towns of this country 
for about a 
dozen 
years past, 
due to Infection 
from tilt* microbe ®f mail order trad­ 
ing, you can calculate easily, without 
hiring experts, that unless somebody 
d<*es something toward eradicating the 
germ the town community will con­ 
tinue to decline by slow exhaustion. 
The main trouble with a great many 
of our towns is that they don't prop­ 
erly diagnose their own symptoms un­ 
til the di-ease germ lias got a strangle 
hold. 
The mali order menace is like 
the bookworm, which was exploited 
s** widely in the press during the past 
year. 
Th** bookworm attaches itself 
to the vitals and hangs on, sucking 
out 
the 
vitality. 
One 
hookworm 
d**esn’t do much damage- The patient 
could stand one or a dozen or a score 
and never ex|*erience any last dis 
comfort 
or 
get 
that 
tired 
feeling 
which is said to make the hookworm 
victim careless whether school keeps 
or Jets out t*efore recess, but a hun­ 
dred bookworms, all working at once 
on the same subject, are calculated to 
cause him to loaf on the shady side of 
the fence instead of boeing corn. 
One mail order buyer In a communi­ 
ty isn t much of m menace 
Hut xv bet* 
a hundred, a thousand, become mail 
order “ bugs" the community is mighty 
likely to suffer that wilted feeling that 
comes to a cherry tree when solo** 
truthful George bas skinned its bark 
with his little hatchet. 
The trouble is that 
many of the 
Georges who are hacking away at 
their community tree with the mail 
order ax are not candid enough to con­ 
fess It aud promise not to do so again. 
They want to let the other Georges do 
it—to 
fess up and a-k forgiveness. 
promising to go sud 
sin no wore. 
Many mail orderers send their orders 
secretly, and when the goods coins 
they say nothing as to where they 
were bought 
This, by the way, is a g«s*d sign to**. 
When a citizen becomes ashamed of 
himself for helping to sap the life 
bima) of his ow u tow n by pouring cash 
into the coffers of di-tuut and opulent 
strangers it is nu indication that the 
leaven of civic pride i- working with­ 
in him. 
Who in this community is paying 
constant tribute to some gigantic cor 
(•oration store In a city that cares 
nothing for this town save to get its 
money? 
It is a fine thing to put UKW 
ey in circulation, far finer than to let 
It rust in tomato cans or retinal k<*cL h. 
But the* citizen, man or woman, who 
hna the Interests of Hie home commu­ 
nity at heart prefers t< put tile money 
In 
circulation 
around 
home. 
U ke 
bread cast upon the waters, It will 
come back to you after mauy days if 
you cast it upon local waters.

H ere's 
a 
Su g gestion 
T h a t s W ill 
Do 


Good on A n y Farm , 


Ever try your hand at making a 
stack cover? 
No. 
Well, here's a sug­ 
gestion that will strike the industrious! 
farmer 
favorably and 
may 
lie the 
means 
of 
saving 
him 
considerable 
money before the summer passes. 
A heavy wire is rolled bito the edge 
of the crimp, the wire being longer 
than the sheet—say a foot longer ut 
each corner. 
This long end is to bo 
used to make a loop, also a cross brace 
for the sheet of the roof. 
Holes are 
punched in the edge close under the 
Ville stiffener. 
A I by 4 Inch wood 
piece is nailed across the top side of 
the upper end of t h e r e o f and the 
underside of Hie lower end. 
Tho long 
ends of the side stiffener wires are 
bent around, forming a loop and sta­ 
pled to the I by 4 inch wood pieces, 
and (he sheet is ready to be placed on 
the stack (a long stack or rick). 
A 
straight pole or a 2 by 4 inch is to 
be placed along the ridge and a I by 4 
inch or I by ti inch along the sides. 
Fasten the roofing to the ridgepole 
with wire, and the edges of sheets are 
to be wired dose and the whole roof 
fastened to th** stack by wiring down 
to weights or -takes driven into the 
stack. 
A few heavy soft wires cut to 
length aud ail ready and a stack could 
la? covered quickly aud safely or a half 
til* stack cover***! and opened agaiu. 
The cost should not be much more 
than good lumber and would surely 
be cheaper when convenience and last­ 
ing qualities are considered. 
In case 
some rooting company does not put it 
on tho market (in knockdown form* 
local (aleut could ira utilised to prepare 
a test quality. 
See that the side wire 
is strong aud lung and 
when two 
sheets are placed together they form 
a reasonably close joint w’liich la high 
enough so that water running down 
Hit* luof will not run in at the holes 
punched under the stiffener side wire, 
Use heavy soft wire to hold the seam 
close—say one foot long for each place.
